Salem officially became a member 
of the "fast time" cities Tuesday 
» hen city council, by a 5-1 v ote, 
aCprov ed'an ordinance establishing 
Davlight Sav ing time 
for Salem 
from the last Sunday in April un­ 
til the last Sunday in September 
cf each year. 
The new time will go into effect 
here at 2 a. m. Sunday, April 25. 
bringing Salem into pattern with 
p ractically all communities in east­ 
ern Ohio. 
Of the six council members v ot­ 
ing last night, only Fred L. Blev ins, 
Democratic 
First 
ward 
member, 
voted against the time change. 
No discussion preceded the third 
end final reading on the measure. 
However, sev eral letters were read, 
two from farm and grange groups 
opposing the change. 
Urges Referendum 
Blev ins suggested that council act 
to hav e the question of time change 
placed cm the Nov ember ballot for 
a referendum.

Council took three re-organization 
steps Tuesday to fill the v acancy- 
created by the recent death of 
Council President Charles Cornwall, 
but it appeared today that one of 
the steps may hav e been in v ain. 
Council first recognized former 
Vice President Harry Vincent. A 
councilman-at-large, as the new 
president, then it heard the resig­ 
nation of Second Ward Councilman 
George Chappell and promptly ap­ 
pointed him councilman-at-large to 
replace Vincent and then selected 
Michael Schuller, a Republican, as 
new Second Ward councilman re­ 
placing Chappell. 
Schuller’s election, by a 4-3 mar­ 
gin 
ov er 
Republican 
D. 
Nelson 
Bailey of 628 E. Fourth st., probably 
was useless because Schuller In­ 
dicated today that he does not wish 
to serv e. 
Tie Vote Broken 
Schuller won out in the secret 
ballot

forced to break a 3-3 tie v ote. 
Schuller sought office as a board 
of education member in the fall 
election, being defeated by George 
Lozier and Att’y Alfred Fitch, He 
has nev er sought a partisan office 
and apparently did not apply for 
the council post.

Council may be forced to make 
a new appointment April 20.
